General. This company has a ten-year record 


of successful operation, and today ranks 
twelfth among tire manufacturing companies 
in this country- In 1918 the policy was 
changed from manufacturing a medium 
grade product for the jobbing trade, to a high 
quality tire, which is now distributed through 
dealers direct.
